Charging that Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police officers in the 
Stony Plain district had been un- 
der the influence of liquor while 
in the performance of duty and 
that they had been slack in their 
administration of the Game Act 
and other statutes, Donald Mac- 
Leod, U.F.A., Stony Plain, speak- 
ing on the debate on the budget 
in the legislature on Wednesday, 
charged that the force had be- 
come a “highly militarized force 
spending more time in clicking 
their heels and throwing tear 
bombs than carrying out their 
proper functions.” 

Mr. MacLeod, in the course of his 
contribution to the debate, also de- 
clared his 100 per cent support of 
social credit 

Turning to a consideration of the 
policing of the province, he de- 
clared that there had been laxity 
in administration of the Game Act 
in the last four years. Tnis was 
their attitude not only on the Game 
Act, but on the Liquor Act and other 
acts, 

When the R.C.M.P. did take ac- 
tion under the Game Act they 
acted, “ruthlessly and dishonestly.” 
In one case he cited, he charged 
“spotters” had been used. 


GIVES DETAILS 

Giving details of the case, he 
charged ,the accused was brought 
before a justice of the peace, who 
informed him he was guilty.

Trembling 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


As a general rule, the muscles move 
smoothly and evenly but occasionally this reg- 
ular movement is broken up and movement 
may occur in a series of short irregular jerks. 
Sometimes the movements occur involuntarily 
and may take the form of tremors. 

The word tremor comes 
from the Latin, meaning to 
shake and tremors refer to 
involuntary trembling = or 
quivering. 

Within the last few weeks 
1 have had many _ people 
write me that they are both- 
ered by trembling of the 
arms, legs, or they state that 
there seems to be present an 
inward trembling. Several 
; letters describe a fluttering 
or faint twitching of the eyelid. 

In making a movement with a muscle the 
movement seems to be continuous; however, as 
a matter of fact the nervous impulses which 
move the muscle occur at the rate of 10 to 12 
per second, and come so close together that 
they blend in such a way as to seem to pro-

duce a smooth, regular contraction of the 
muscle. When the nervous impulses are 


“timed” correctly the muscular co-ordination is 
good. When the timing is disturbed, the move- 
ment is no longer smooth and continuous but 
breaks up and becomes irregular or jerky. 

A “coarse” tremor is one where the vibra- 
tion is slow; a “fine” tremor is one where the 
vibration is rapid. 

Probably the most common cause of trembl- 
ing which is temporary, is emotion. Any strong 
emotion, or excitement, will cause a quivering. 
A good example of this is the trembling of the 
knees which occurs when you ask the boss for 
a raise. However, emotions such as extreme 
fear, anger or shame also cause the same kind 


of quivering or trembling, temporary in 
nature. 

The nervous patient may be bothered by in- 
voluntary trembling, usually affecting the 


hands, lips, eyelids or the lower legs. In these 
cases the symptons may prove quite trouble- 
some or may appear only when the patient is 
very tired or has been under an emotional 
strain. Undue excitement may serve to increase 
the trembling and many people write me that 
during the excitement of attending a social 
ng, they feel the lips or hands tremble 
and are afraid that this is noticeable to others, 
or, as one young girl expressed it, “When I 
have to meet new people I tremble all over 
and am ashamed to shake hands.” 

Wi the cause of the quivering is nervous- 
ness, it is a good plan to find out what is mak- 
ing you nervous. Remove the cause and all 
nervous symptoms including trembling, will 
then disappear. 


In some cases, tremors are due to over- 
indulgence in coffee, tobacco alcohol and 
improvement follows when these are avoided. 

What is known as “senile tremor” causes the 
trembling movement seen in the aged and is 
frequently due to hardening of the arteries. 
The patient with hyperthyroidism due to an 
over-active thyroid may develop a “fine” 
tremor, Poisoning by lead or arsenic may cause 
tremor to develop. 

In the disorder called “Shaking Palsy” or 
“Paralysis Agitans,” a shaking movement ap- 
pears, and the sympton may remain for years. 
By paying a great deal of attention to the 
tremor, the patient usually finds it becomes 
worse, if the cause is Shaking Palsy.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1814, while the 
war was at its darkest, the legis- 
lature of Upper Canada did not 
lose heart. The first step was 
taken to honor the memory of Sir 
Isaac Brock. Major Nichol mov- 
ed, seconded by Captain Isaac 
Swayze, that “to commemorate 
the great and brilliant services of 
the late Major General Sir Isaac 
Brock, K.C.B., while he admin- 
istered the government of this 
province, and in defence of which 
he devoted his valuable life, the 
sum of five hundred pounds be 
appropriated for the purpose of 
erecting a monument on the 
Heights of Queenston, near to the 
spot where he fell.” This was 
carried without dissent. 

But it was six years later be-

fore the foundation stone of the 
monument was laid and Sept. 13, 
1824 before the remains of Brock 
and Macdonell were deposited in 
the vau't beneath the monument. 
That monument was destroyed by 
an explosion, the work of one 
Benjamin Lott, a renegade Cana- 
dian, on April 17, 1840, and on 
July 30, 1841, Sir Geo.

Sharper gives a $20 N.S.F. cheque 
to the first dealer for $20 wort 
of goods, Each dealer passing it on 
to the next for that amount of 
goods, Until the last man has no 
goods, but has a rubber cheque. 

Of course Mr. Sharper has the 
goods and has beat it. 

But a little thing like a lack of 
goods need not worry Mr. Aber- 
hart, and as each man is supposed 
to have made a $4 profit, they 
take up a collection of one dollar 
each, from their supposed profit, 
and retire the elastic cheque, and 
go blithely on their way, reedy 
for more Social Credit business. 

Now I take it that Mr. Aber- 
hart means that this is a complete 
and satisfactory way to do busi- 
ness, or why did he use it? 

Of course it must be evident to 
anyone that whereas 20 men had 
$20 worth of goods to start, only 
19 men now have $20 worth of 
goods.

Therefore be it resolved, That 
this committee recommend to 
the House the advisability of the 
government taking over the dis- 
tribution of fuel oil in this prov- 
ince.
